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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant has claimed a process for the production of a composite material 
comprising collagen, brushite and glycosaminoglycans or octacalcium phosphate (see 
instant claims 58 and 73). Brushite has the chemical formula of CaHP0 4 2H 2 and 
Octacalcium has the chemical formula of Ca8H 2 (P04)65H 2 0, thus the brushite and 
octacalcium are formed in the process. A search of commercial databases produced 
references teaching hydroxyapatite (Caio(P0 4 )6(OH) 2 ) in a co-precipitate with collagen, 
however, did not produce any prior art that suggests or teaches the above claimed 
invention with the triple co-precipitate of the above compounds. Thus, the claimed 
invention is novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
